They had lie«>n 
working only nine hours until a few weeks 
ago when the tirni put them on for ten hoiu^. 
Yesterday they matin a vigorous kick against 
it and threaUxkvl to strike. Tbe tirni i-um- 
pn>niiH<«i for the time l>eing and put thehi 
back to nine hours. This, however, it seems, t 
wa« not satisfactory, as the men demandetl 
ten hours' pt^y for the n|ne hours' work. The 
tirms agreed to grant them the nine houra, 
but refused to give theiu tbe same pay as 
when they worku<l t'On hours, and in ooitse- j 
'q>ience all the workmen on thhi side of thtf

Ottawa, lU., March 14.— Tha interior of 
the baadaoma oU brick s tm u tu re, which k 

known to the residents herealxiuta as tbe so- 
prema oonrt house, was unusually well Oiled 
this m(>^Iiin^;. In the an li'-n.-e were quite a 
numtxT of a;^'itnU)rs identified witJi the tScv 
cialist and Aiuuxhist movements In Chicago, 
who had bepn drawn hither from tha fact 
that the arguments in tha Anarchists eaasa 
wwaoa the docket tor KKtajr. Attorney 
Oenoral Hunt, Btatea Attorney Orinnetl and 
Sjievial SKites Atlorney Iii,;liani were on 
hand at an curly hour, and lliey were doiiely 
followed by Capt.. Black, lyeoiiaid 8wat(,aild 
Attorney Neibler, of the defeiise. 

The tabl)-v in front of the beiioh were piled 
high with law boo^ records and mauacripta 
in whid> tha attmiiajra wars deep, when a 
low biizs announced the arrival of Acting 
Chief Justice Sheldon anil his Associate Jus- 
tices MulkfV. S' holU UI, (_'rai:;an 1 McOnid r. 
It had U'cii previously agreed that a liaul of 
six hours' aivument, or two houi-s for each 
speaker, should ba given to each side, and 
Capt Bladi took the floor without daUy. 
Tba ooort will sit until 4 o'clock and argn. 
meats will he resumed to-mor ro w. It is not 
thought proliable that the de<'ision will ha 
flled before the May session of tlko court, 
and the condemned man will therefore he 
coinpellerl to undergo six weeks of suspense. 

States Attorney OriuneU*s brief in the case 
in the supreme court at Ottawa last evening, 
coiisists of two volumes, ontf on the facts, the 
other on the law. The drst volume contains 
'M2 octavo pagee, the second 'J05. The faiU 
are recited at great length. They have heea 
published oftou enough to be omitted from a 
resume of the two briefs. In his brM on the 
law Mr. Oriuuell startti with tiie general pro- 
poNitiou "that tha death uf Policeman 
Matthias J. Degan was mm-der resulting 
from a conspiracy to which all of tha plain- 
tiffs in error were partiea; that its general 
object and deaigu was th« overthrow uf the 
existing social order and of the constituted 
authorities of the law, by forcj>." The staV.s 
attorney contends that where there is a con- 
spiracy to do an unlawful act, which natur- 
ally or probably involves the use of force 
and violence, the act of each consj^rator in 
furtherance of /he common design is tha act 
of alL If murder reaolts, all are guilty of 
murdar, even though tha oonspkator who did 
the act cannot be identified, and thgugh the 
particular act may not hava been arrangoil 
for; whether the act was that of a member 
of the conqiiracy, or dona in fortharanoa of 
a ooiimum design, is a qaeatloo of proot" 

To thaae propositions ara cttsda BiimlMr of 
Illinois and British «""'i«a^ ktw oases. 
Touching tha oompetoucy of avfdonoa Mr. 
Orloaall declares that any act or declaration 
of the de f endants tending to prova tha oon- 
spiracy or the ocaneotion of any defendant 
with it, whether made during tha oonspirai-y 
Waflar ita dNuplatioii, H admlasahla against 
him. Tbe oonspiraoy having been sstab 
lished prima facia in the opinion of tbe 
Judge, any act or dadaratiaa of any member 
of it, though not a dafendaat, in furtherance 
oC tha oonspiraqy, iaavidanca against all tho 
oonqpiratora ontriaL The conspiracy, .it is 
maintained, need not first be established 
prima facia, to rsoder admissable the defend 
ants daoIarationB. Tba oonspiraoy may be 
•atabliabed in tha first lastanoa by evideuc- 
having no nation to tha daflsndants' decUs- 
attoosL The conspiraoy may be eetablished 
in the. first Instanoa by having no relation to 
tha dafendanbk It may ba shown by acu oi 
i various persons at diffnant times and places, 
. and by oh-cumstancea tending to prove it. 
I The cousphttcy and Ita ohjeots being shown, 
tha dafandants.arw not affected by it unies- 
connacted with it by proof.
